TRUSTEES OF PUBLIC LIBRARY 


OF WINCHESTER. 


The trustees of the Public Library, in presenting 
this their sixth annual report to the town, feel that 
they need not call the attention of the voters to the 
value of the library as a means of education; the fact 
is too self evident to require proof. The average 
number of books withdrawn each library day is some- 
what over seventy. This makes a total during the 
year of over seven thousand books. As a fair propor- 
tion of these are books upon especial subjects, the re- 
sult is distinctly educational. We have, during the 
year, purchased books to the extent of $307.66. Of 
this sum $6.30 were expended for historical works; 
that amount. therefore, was refunded from the sum 
appropriated for historical purposes. As soon as the 
new books are catalogued they will be placed upon the 
shelves and be ready for the public. During the year 
a fine crayon portrait of Mr. Willard Hammond, a 
former member of the board of trustees, has been pre- 
sented to the library.
